COLLEGE ANNOUNCES CAST FOR 
“LION IN WINTER” 


ASTORIA — The Clatsop Community 
College Theatre Dept. has announced 
its cast for James Goldman’s “‘The Lion 
In Winter,” scheduled to open Feb. 24, 
25 and 26 at the Cannon Beach Coaster 
Theatre. 

Heading the cast as Henry II is Orlan 
T. Larson, Astoria, who holds a Ph.D. in 
theatre arts from the University of 
Nebraska. Larson has directed and 
starred in community and professional 
productions throughout the United 
States since 1952. Co-starring opposite 
him as Henry’s wife Eleanor of Aqui- 
taine is Becky Connolly, also Astoria. 
She is a Jewell High School teacher and 
holds a master’s degree in language 
arts from Lewis and Clark College, 
Portland. Mrs. Connolly recently 
directed CCC Summer Theatre’s pro- 


duction of three comedies. 
Other cast members include 
newcomer Marty Springmeir, as 


Henry’s mistress Alais; and Dan Reiley 
as Phillip, King of France. Portraying 
Henry’s three sons are John T. Allen as 
Richard the Lion-Hearted; Mike 
DeLaune as Geoffrey; and Ray Birn- 
baumer as John. All live in Astoria. 


“We're fortunate to be able to draw 
on such expertise from within the com- 
munity,” said Corbett. College produc- 
tions routinely draw persons outside the 
student population but attracting actors 
with the qualifications possessed by 
Larson and Connolly has been rare, he 
pointed out. 

On the technical side of the produc- 
tion, Sam Steidel, Cannon Beach, will 
design the set; Jeanine Fairchild, 
Gearhart, will design the costumes.

ASTORIA — The new costume 
designer for Clatsop Community Col- 
lege’s Theatre Arts Dept., Jeanine 
Fairchild, will exhibit costumes for the 
winter production of “The Lion In 
Winter” at Thiel’s Music in Astoria 
beginning Feb. 5. 








Ms. Fairchild, a native of Salt Lake 
City, Utah, spent five years in New 
York City sewing designer evening 
wear then returned to the University of 
Utah to study pattern drafting and 
draping. She has designed costumes for 
films and dance concerts in Utah. A 
Gearhart resident, she now designs for 
the Clatsop Community College 
Dancers and Amethyst Dance Com- 
pany, of which she is also a member. 

In “The Lion In Winter,” Ms. Fair- 
child chose warm, fiery colors for 
Henry and his sons; blues and purples 
for Queen Eleanor, King Philip of 
France, and Alais (Henry’s mistress). 
She chose these colors as an expression 
of the characters’ moods and as sym- 
bols of their governments. The colors 
also reflect the play’s metaphor of the 
Phoenix, the mythical Arabian bird 
which consumed itself in fire, rising 
renewed from the ashes to start another 
long life. 

Ms. Fairchild states fashions for 
nobility during this time were made up 
of rich fabrics with jewels and decora- 
tions but were simple in line. 

Ms. Fairchild’s sketches and two of 
the costumes will be on display in 
Astoria through February along with a 
scale model of the set designed by Sam 
Steidel of Cannon Beach.

To put it simply, I am a “gun control advocate.” I favor prohibiting guns to drug 
addicts and proven criminals. I favor requiring people to gain a permit before he 
can holster a gun on his hip. And I favor prohibiting the discharge of firearms 
fjacross busy highways or in public places — such as super-markets and drugstores. 

Yet, these aren’t the type of restrictions that the Anti-gunners are squabbling 
about. Actually, it is difficult to determine what their real goal is, considering their 
theories on gun restriction are incredibly illogical. However, one thing is certain: 
The anti-gunner is desperately attempting, through registration and confiscation 
of all firearms, to deprive the American citizen of their guns, an act which would 
eventually lead to the destruction of our proud country. 

According to the Anti-gunners, the elimination or restrictive control of firearms 
would serve several beneficial purposes. First, it would protect animals from 
‘sadistic hunters (The anti-gunners consistent rhetoric against hunting and hunters 
proves that their real goal is aimed at banning all guns — not just pistols and 
revolvers!). Moreover, the anti-gunner is earnestly attempting to con the public 
into believing that without guns, crime would decrease, and the murder rate would 
drastically decline, making America a safer place for all. What is so astonishing, is 
that many people still believe these foolish allegations. However, with school tex- 
tbooks flooded with anti-gun propaganda, it is understandable how our young, im- 
pressionable youngsters are being blinded and persuaded by the anti-gunners 
innuendos and insinuations. 

While completing a college social science course, I was infuriated at the enor- 
mous amount of anti-gun progaganda that appeared throughou the course’s tex- 
tbook. For example, “If Mankind is ever going to evolve back to a civilized and 
safe society, ‘Saturday Night Specials," (a cheaply made handgun) America’s 
number one murder weapon, must be banned.”’ 

Perhaps I misinterpreted something, but when I read that quote I got the distinct 
impression that the fellow didn’t like guns; and because of his blind hatred, he 
carelessly forgot to do his homework. If he’d studied a little more zealously he 
would have found that when defining the term ‘‘Saturday Night Specials,” his ‘own 
people’ included over 70 percent of the handguns manufactured in the United 
States. Moreover, if the author really wanted to receive a smiling-face or a glitter- 
ing star on his paper, he would have discovered that the FBI statistics reveal year- 
ly that less than two hundredths of a percent of privately owned handguns are used 
to kill, while 99.81 percent of all the firearms in the U.S. and 99.6 percent of all the 
handguns in the U.S. will not be used in any crimes. 

Of course, if all this doesn’t roast your fanny, try this absurd quote: 4‘‘The NRA 
insists that the banning of guns would only protect the outlaws, while depriving the 
American citizen of their freedom and safety. Perhaps what the enthusiastic gun- 
freaks don’t realize is that nearly three-fourths of the homicides are committed by 
acquaintances — not outlaws!” 

If the author of the latter quote is seeking a gold medal for a smooth and effective 
con job — perhaps he deserves it. I’m willing to bet that his statement probably 
brainwashed a number of gullible, impressionable students. However, it’s a shame 
that the author wasn’t bright enough to get his facts straight before he made such a 
blunt, off-the-wall statement. If he had of, he would have discovered that when 
discussing homicides, the F.B.I. Uniform Crime Reports identify all 
acquaintances, such as pimps and prostitutes, addicts and pushers, as well as real 
friends. In light of that fact his proclamation seems to lose much of its impact. 

Yet, when the anti-gunners arguments are successfully refuted, they change 
their clever stragey and begin to work on a new line of attack — an onslaught 
against the sympathies and morality of the public. They’ll tell you that without 
firearms there would be no blood-thirsty, gun-toting hunters, and thus, American 
wildlife would be preserved. I find this observation to be the most ludicrous of all. 
'The only other possible alternative to effective game management is animal star- 
vation, due to animal overpopulation. Isn’t it more vicious to let an animal die of 
hunger (a death that would be unbelievably agonizing), than it is to shoot and kill it 
outright? Besides that, more animals are run over each year than hunted, 
especially deer. Instead of being anti-gun and anti-hunting, why aren’t these peo- 
ple anti-automobile and anti-driving? Why!? Because their real goal has nothing to 
do with animal protection, people protection, or crime prevention. Perhaps I might 
be going a little to far when I say their real goal is to destroy America, but if the 
anti-gunners get their way, that is eactly what will happen. . 

As it stands now, the Second Amendment, which reads in part“. . . the right of 
the people to keep and bear arms, shall not be infringed,” protects the pro-gunner. 
[As long as the constitutional phrase “‘of the people” is understood to be referring to 
all honest individual citizens, the gun-hater has no case. As long as the ownership 
of guns remain a constitutional right, the anti-gunners quest for the confiscation of 
firemarms will never become reality. Thus, they have chosen to attack their only 
means of securing a victory — the Second Amendment. The anti-gunners are tell- 
ing us that ‘“‘of the people” does not mean American individuals. They say that it 
means an 0. militia. If they are right, try and contemplate what a 
devastating blow that would have on our country. 

























































DUELING EDITORIALS: GUN CONTROL 


ON THE OTHER HAND 


Sorry, John, you are totally wrong. Where do you get off saying that 
controlling guns would destroy America? Thousands of Americans are 
already being destroyed each year, killed with the precious handguns you 
so devoutly defend. 

Did it ever occur to you that the only thing a handgun is good for is to 
kill a human being? Did it ever occur to you that the average Joe is not 
smart enough to own a handgun and use it responsibly? And by respon- 
sibly, I mean that he’ll only kill those people who’ve really made him 
mad, and not just anyone who trespasses or kicks his dog. 

And then these statistics you throw around . . . it seems like you've in- 
dicted yourself with your own evidence. For instance, you say F.B.I. 
reports show that only .4 percent of handguns are used to commit a 
crime. According to my trusty calculator, in a city of 10,000 (about the 
size of Astoria), if everyone owned a handgun, there would be 40 handgun- 
related crimes a year. That’s quite a few, wouldn’t you say? 

Or another of your arguments: you quote someone saying that three- 
fourths of homicides are committed by acquaintances, and then you add 
that this of course, includes ALL acquaintances, “such as pimps, pro- 
stitutes, addicts and pushers, as well as real friends.’’ Well, I don’t know 
how many pimps, prostitutes, addicts and drug pushers you know, but I 
personally believe that the majority of Americans killed by handguns 
don’t number these people among their acquaintances. It is usually a 
wife, or a drunken husband, or a jealous friend that blows you away... 
simply becaues it is very easy in the heat of anger to pick up that gun in 
the bedroom drawer and kill with it. Stabbing with a knife is much 
harder, and somehow more real. But a handgun. . . well, you just pull the 
trigger, and the subject falls over, and you never even get any blood on 
your clothes. : 

You are wrong in categorizing all anti-gun lobbiers as anti-hunting as 
well. Handguns are not used for hunting. In fact, it is illegal. There is no 
real movement to ban rifles and shotguns in this country. No one walks in 
to rob a grocery store with a rifle stuffed in their pants. And the gun 
issued to every Swiss male is a carbine, and this is only after he has serv- 
ed two years in the militia, where he was taught how to use it responsibly. 
In short, speaking of Switzerland, your whole editorial resembles a cer- 
tain cheese produced there...more air than substance.

If we are, then I’m afraid, that for many years, I have been awfully wrong about 
what America means; and consequently, I must have misjudged American 
citizens — who I felt had enough backbone and integrity to stand up for the 
democratic principles they believe in. Hopefully, I’ll be shown that this was not a 
misjudgment — that this is, in fact, the true image of the American individual. 

When an anti-gunner is fervently spreading his dangerous propaganda, feeding 
you with lies and truth-distortions, telling you all about England and their strict 
gun control laws — and how they have fewer gun murders than the U.S., stand up 
and read him the facts. Show him the statistics that demolish his contentions. Re- 
mind him that England had no gun control laws until 1920 and that England had 
less violence then than now. And if he still persists, inform the negligent gun-hater 
about Switzerland, where every adult male is issued a gun, and gun crime is 
drastically below that of England. 

Stand up and defend the principles you believe in. Protect the constitutional 
guarantees that, at the present, apply to us. don’t be afraid — the facts are on our 
side.

Rogue River . 
teens burn — 
rock records

ROGUE RIVER, Ore. (AP) — A 
dozen teen-agers gleefully burned their. 
rock 'n’ roll record in: this Southern 
Oregon~ town, during’ a weekend 
ceremony. their pastor called an 
example of Americans drawing firmer 
moral distinctions. ; 

“What this symbolizes is they are 
destroying the things that were going to 
destroy them, on a small scale,” said 
Doug Marks, youth pastor at the 
Assembly of God church. 

Inspired by a sermon here last week 
by evangelist Alton Garrison of Dallas, 
Texas, the teens gathered Sunday in the 
church parking lot and. committed 
about 200 records and tapes to a trash 
can of flames é 

Marks said Garrison has inspired 
similar ceremonies across the country 
that show Americans are. taking a 
firmer role in defining morality * 

“I think there’s more of a definite 
distinction. between. what's . good: and: 
bad, instead of what’s in between,” he 
said, as bright flames sent a pungent 
smoke of burnt plastic throughout the 
parking lot. 

Garrison's message is simply tnat the 
lyrics of many rock songs promote drug 
use, immorality and the occult arts. 

Marks said the ceremony was not a 
form of censorship, but merely a 
vehicle for people to voluntarily re- 
nounce a bad influence. 

Joy Cruise and her husband, Jim, 
were the few adults who turned over 
their record collections. They donated 
about 150 albums for the fire. 

“These are all my friends,” said Mrs. 
Cruise of the people leaning on her car. 
“They didn’t believe we'd do it.”” 

Richard Kirkwood, 14, donated two 
albums and said he was wary of 
subliminal’ messages in rock music. 
Jim Norton, 16, said some rock groups 
take their recordings to witches for 
blessing>’ Both attend ‘school .at the 
church. 

Ken Outfleet, a 15-year-old who at- 
tends Rogue River High School, 
donated no records because he said he 
had none. That didn’t stop his friends. 

Some of the doomed records and 
tapes included artists such as Led 
Zeppelin, the Beatles, Alice Cooper, 
AC-DC, Fleetwood Mac and 
Steppenwolf. 

Also thrown into the fire were records 
by artists not generally considered to 
be hard rock artists such as Johnny 
Cash, Andy Gibb and Bobby Sherman. 

Marks said he expected more people 
to show up. After Garrison’s sermon 
last Wednesday, 75 teenagers came for- 
ward to say they wanted to “shampoo 
their minds’ of the influence of 
rock ’n’ roll.

POSITIONS CUT 


ASTORIA — Two faculty positions at Clatsop Community College will be funded 
at only about half-time each next year and a third reduction appears likely. 

Clatsop Community College board members took action Jan. 27 to reduce the 
position of drafting instructor held by Dick Squires to 50 percent and to reduce 
Boyd Roberts’ criminal justice position to a guaranteed 60 percent contract. The 
reductions would take effect for the 1983-84 academic year. 

The board heard a second proposal which would reduce from 100 percent to 80 
percent the instructor/affirmative action position held by Mary Gabriel. The Clat- 
sop Community College Faculty Association has time yet to propose an alternative 
to reducing Ms. Gabriel’s position, so the board postponed action on that proposal 
until February. 

President Pht] Bainer cited changing enrollment patterns and program changes 
as the reason for cutting back in drafting and criminal justice. He said the College 
actually anticipates less than a 50 percent need for an instructor to teach drafting, 
blue-print reading, and sketching, but that there exists ‘‘substantial evidence of 
re for a couple of courses in graphic arts’ which could fill a half-time load for 

uires. 

In the criminal justice area, regular instructor Boyd Roberts is on unpaid leave 
of absence this year. His duties have been assumed by part-time instructors; the 
College recently contracting with Rick Lyle, deputy district attorney for Clatsop 
County, to teach half-time for winter and spring terms. A curriculum change from 
fewer technical-oriented courses to the more academic social science-type courses 
have reduced the need for a full-time criminal justice instructor, College ad- 
ministrators say. 

Reducing the instructor/affirmative action post was first aired at a budget com- 
mittee meeting. 

Thursday, Bainer explained that a change in hiring practices and completion of 
the institution’s comprehensive affirmative action plan creates less of a demand 
for an affirmative action officer.Ms. Gabriel’s position is split 60 percent for in- 
struction and 40 percent for affirmative action duties. 

Bainer added that elimination of the health requirement for the associate’s 
degree should affect Ms. Gabriel’s instructional load. 

In other business, the board

Horizon Arts Countil. But before the Board commits itself financially to the 
endeavor, board members wanted assurances that the College would find a 
satisfactory alternative site for the North Coast Symphonic Band to practice and

survey, who reported — amont other things — that 96.4 percent of those who com- 
pleted their academic training at Clatsop in 1981 were either very satisfied or 
satisfied with their education at Clatsop.

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It’s been almost two years since the Haphazard Homemaker visited with 
you in this column. As I planned this column, I remembered some of the 
things that were happening in the Haphazard Home then. It is truly amazing 
how things have changed in that time. We have progressed from a kitchen 
with no plumbing to one with a sink and some cabinets, though it is still far 
from finished. Outside, the back porch stairs have been completely removed 
and the digging for the foundation work has begun. Check back in ten years 
for a progress report. 

Now that the Haphazard Homemaker is once again a full-time student, she 
is constantly aware of how little time there is in a day. Cooking becomes one 
of those hurry-up jobs as they busy student tries to find enough time for 
schoolwork and family, too. Nutrition sometimes gets neglected in the rush 
and it becomes easy to fall back on canned and frozen foods to the detriment 
of health and sometimes, pocketbook. Knowing that time and money are 
usually the student’s two worst problems, I suggest the following recipe, 








trouble. The recipe is good as prepared in the time suggested, but I have had 
great success turning down the heat about 35 degrees, covering the dish and 
cooking it for an additional hour. It then becomes possible to put the dish in 
to cook, go to a couple of classes and come home to a savory lunch or dinner 
all ready to eat.

POTATO KUGEL 


or 
KARTOFFEL KUGEL 
(to impress your gourmet friends) 

4 medium potatoes - about 2 lbs. 

1 large yellow onion (one small onion is plenty) 

2eggs 

1 tsp salt 

(small clove garlic) 

3 Tbs. vegetable oil 

Pepper if desired ; 

Peel potatoes and grate quickly to avoide turning dark. Peel and grate 
onion (chop finely), (chop garlic finely, or press), beat eggs lightly and mix 
all ingredients together. 

While preparing potatoes, preheat oven to 350 degrees, pour oil in shallow, 
medium casserole and heat in oven for a few minutes. Pour kugel mixture 
into hot oil in casserole and bake one hour. (Heat oven to 315 degrees, cover 
casserole and bake two hours or until you get there, within reason.) Garnish 
and serve with sour cream, if desired. 6-8 servings.
